NEW HOME FOR AAHMES TEMPLE 
AND MASONS OF EAST BAY WILL 
SOON GET UNDER WAY 


On March 19th the local press carried an 
announcement that practicaly assures Aahmes 
Temple and her Nobles the fine new home that 
we have been planning for the last three years. 

A financial campaign for $1,500,000 in loans, 
with Noble Harry S. Anderson at its head, is 
to make possible the erection of a $2,500,000 
Masonic Temple on the present property occu- 
pied by Aahmes headquarters, early in 1928. 
The new Masonic Temple will include as a 
chief feature of its accommodations a splendid 
Shrine club and headquarters, with Recorder's 
offices, library, reading and card rooms, recrea- 
tional fixtures, and all that goes to make up a 
perfect Shrine home. x : = 

Every Noble will take an immediate anteESee 
in the plan of campaign. Potentate Whitwors 
and Past Potentate Forsterer have issued a cal 
to the Nobles inviting them to have an active 
part in the campaign organization. _ ‘ 

The plan for raising the money involves the 
sale of non-interest bearing loan certificates to 
all Masons of the Eastbay region. These cere 
tificates are redeemable at death, or previously 
at the option of the Temple Association, and ere 
payable to any named beneficiary or the esta’ 
of the holder. } ee 

The plan is a good one, for it permits 
MemplepAssetintion to build the kind of struc- 
ture really needed, but eliminates the pene 
dous carrying charges of a bond issue or joan. 

The new Temple and Shrine home is to be 
ten stories high, with five additional tower stor- 
ies. Stores and offices will pay the maintenance 
costs. These are to be completely separated 

. from the Masonic and Shrine portions of the 
structure in the design of the building. 

The Aahmes Temple Association is the le- 
gally incorporated body responsible for erect- 
ing the Temple and will own it upon its com- 
pletion. The Association is a non-profit corpor- 
ation, and if, in the future, a surplus earning 


is created from the Temple this will be used for 
charitable purposes only. The directors of the 
Association are: Past Potentate B. A. Forsterer, 
president of the board; Past Potentate Louis J. 
Breuner, vice-president; Past Potentate William 
J. McCracken, Past Potentate Thomas W. 
Norris, and Noble Arthur W. Moore. 

Noble George H. Smith is the secretary, and 
Noble Benjamin R. Aiken is legal advisor to 
the board. 

A comprehensive publicity program that will 
give complete and detailed information to every 
Shriner is now under way. Every Noble of 
Aahmes should be among the volunteer cam- 
paign workers.
